1st size: Next row — K2, sLIP, 
K2tog, psso(3 sts). 

2nd size: Next row — K2, K2togtbl

P2tog, P7; rep from * to last 8 [7] 
sts, P2togtbl, PI, keeping yarn at 
front SLIP, PI, P2tog, PI [0]. 

15th row — In MS, Kl [0], * K2tog, 
keeping yarn at back sL IP, K2togtbl 
K7; rep from * to last 6 [5] sts, 
K2tog, keeping yarn at back sLlP, 
K2togtbl,Kl [0]. 

16th to 20th row — In MS, work in 
stocking stitch, starting with a P 
row. 

These 20 rows form patt. 
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Work 1st to 4th [1st to 8th] row 
again. 

Keeping continuity of patt, shape 
armholes by casting off 4 [5] sts. 
at beg of next 2 rows. Dec I st at
